Train collision injures two

A 26-year-old Didsbury man was rushed to a Calgary 
hospital for treatment of injuries received after collid¬ 
ing with a train Feb. 12. 

A CP Rail train, consisting of 110 sulphur railcars 
went into automatic emergency mode after passing an 
uncontrolled rail crossing while travelling westbound 
from Calgary at approximately 4:40 a m. 

Police say, the automatic emergency mode is typical¬ 
ly a result of a break in the line of rail cars. 

When rail crews investigated, walking the length of 
the train, they found two railcars that had been 
derailed. 

The crew contacted emergency services after walk¬ 


ing back to the uncontrolled crossing, located at Range 
Road 2.0, and finding a badly damaged pickup truck 
with two injured males inside. 

Along with the 26-year-old driver, was a 40-year-old 
passenger, who was taken to Didsbury Hospital for 
treatment of undetermined injuries. 

Police say the two men were going to work at the 
time of the incident. 

Spokesperson for CP Rail, Breanne Feigel says they 
are involved in a joint investigation with RCMP to 
determine what the cause may have been and in iden¬ 
tifying what factors may have led to the crossing inci¬ 
dent. 

Range Road 2.0 was closed from the time of the col¬ 
lision to approximately 8:30 a m., while crews 
removed debris from the scene. 


The train was empty during the collision, and police 
say no hazardous material was spilled. 

Feigel says the cars were taken off-line for an indef¬ 
inite length of time. 

“We’re looking to see if they are able to be put back 
in service or if they need to go in for repairs," she said. 
“That’s our regular standard process for when any of 
our equipment is involved in an incident." 

Alcohol was not considered a factor in the collision, 
say police. 

CP Rail maintenance crews attended the next day to 
return the two derailed cars to the tracks. 

Didsbury RCMP, Didsbury Fire and Rescue and 
Didsbury ambulance services, and CP Rail Police 
attended the scene to investigate the collision.

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Demolition 
starts on old 
school 

Winter conditions favourable

Demolition started on the old Didsbury High School 
last Wednesday. 

The demolition was initially expected to take place 
in early January, but Roy Clark superintendent of 
facilities for Chinook’s Edge School Division said 
steps were required before the process could begin, 
including finalizing the demolition permit and the 
removal of utilities. 

“We needed to pull tin- gasline back to the main 
line,” said Clark. 

“You generally don’t want to start demolishing a 
building with an active gasline in it.” 

Columbia Rail Contractors, the company in posses¬ 
sion of the demolition contract say winter conditions 
are considered a benefit during the demolition, 
because the frozen ground helps avoid damage to 
grass. 

Clark says dust-control is also easier during the 
colder season. 

“We’re not going to have people with windows open, 
getting dust in their homes like you would in the sum¬ 
mer time," he said. 

A pre-construction meeting involving the town was 
held prior to the process starting. 

Discussions between the town and Chinook’s Edge 
School Division regarding the function of the property 
following the building removal are ongoing. 

“There are a number of potential things but it is a 
long ways from coming up with any definite plan," 
said Clark. 

The demolition is expected to take approximately 
two to three weeks to complete the demolition with 
extra time needed for cleanup procedures and the 
process to fill the remaining hole. 

An auction in late December helped distribute 
remaining items from inside the building to area com¬ 
munity groups. 

Chinook’s Edge removed items from inside the 
school that they believed would be useful to other 
schools in the division, prior to the auction. 

Clark says proceeds front the auction allowed the 
school division to cover their expenses. 

“The goal was not to make money, but rather to 
make these assets available to the community.”

Alberta election 
will impact federal 
campaign

With a federal election a grow¬ 
ing possibility this year, a show¬ 
down over the issue of climate 
change and what the various gov¬ 
ernments and parties plan to do 
about it is certainly in the offing. 

Having already cast off the Kyoto Protocol on cli¬ 
mate change as unworkable, the Ihirper Tories say 
they plan to implement a made-in-Canada solution 
to environmental concerns. 

“Our government will implement our national 
strategy to reduce Canada’s total greenhouse gas 
emissions 60 to 70 percent by 2050,” said Prime 
Minister Harper. “There will be a 20 percent reduc¬ 
tion by 2020. Our government will bring forward t he 
elements from Canada’s Clean Air Act, which had 
all-party consensus, for parliamentary considera¬ 
tion. 

“Tliis strategy will institute binding national regu¬ 
lations on greenhouse gas emissions across all 
nuyor industrial sectors—with requirements for 
emissions reductions starting this year." 

Not surprisingly, the opposition Liberals continue 
to call the Tory plans inadequate. 

“The fight against climate change is one of the 
biggest challenges of our tune and Canadians are 
looking to the government for environmental lead¬ 
ership,” said Liberal environmental critic Dominic 
LeBlanc. 

“Prime Minister Harper has dropped the ball on 
this issue, forcing provincial and territorial leaders 
to come up with their own solutions to the climate 
crisis. The prime minister has one message for las 
provincial coimterparts: goodbye and good luck.” 

On most matters the Alberta Tories are usually in 
line with their federal counterparts. A shared dis¬ 
like of the Liberals, coupled with a conservative 
bent on such things as crime control, usually puts 
the federal and provincial parties on the same page. 

Yet that cozy relationship hasn’t translated into 
consensus on the environment front. 

Premier Stelmach has staunchly and repeatedly 
said his government w ill vigorously fight any feder¬ 
al climate change plans that may unduly damage 
Alberta's economy. Should the provincial Tories win 
the March 3 election, Stelmach’s already strong 
stance on climate change will only be strengthened. 

And that could mean big trouble for Stephen 
Harper and his party’s re-election plans. 

If, as expected, the environment proves to be one 
of the key issues in the next federal campaign, 
llar|M*r and liis fellow Tories will be forced to make 
a choice between keeping either Alberta or Ontario 
and Quebec happy. 

The federal Liberals, already resigned to the fact 
that they shouldn’t expect nuqor gains in the West, 
will very likely go with an environmental strategy 
that caters to voter-rich central Canada, pushing a 
very tough environmental protection policy even if 
it means alienating Alla'rta. 

So how far is Stephen Har))er prepared to go to 
keep those same central Canadian voters happy?

Alberta Advantage first, Canada

Since Stephen Harper and the 
Conservatives took office in 
January 2006, taxpayers have no 
doubt noticed some changes on the 
taxes paid to Ottawa. Most notice¬ 
ably, and welcomed, was the reduc¬ 
tion in the GST from seven per cent 
to six per cent, to now five per 
cent. This tax reduction will put 
$10 billion back into the pockets of 
Canadians each year. 

However, what taxpayers may 
not have noticed is the increased 
complexity of our tax code. Harper 
and Co. have introduced a myriad 
of tax credits, exemptions and 
paperwork for Canadian tax filers. 
Some of these 'boutique tax cuts' 
(so-named for their small, special¬ 
ized nature) include: a tax credit 
for putting your child into an 
approved sports program, a tax 
credit for taking public transit, a 
tax credit for students' textbooks, a 
tax deduction for security dona¬ 
tions to charities, and an increased 
deduction for long-haul truckers' 
meals, to name a few. 

This added complexity, while 
offering minimal real tax relief, has 
both increased the cost on govern¬ 
ment to administer and increased 
the burden placed upon taxpayers 
by requiring more paperwork to be 
filled out and another shoebox of 
receipts to be kept. 

What's desperately needed in 
Ottawa is not more paperwork, but 
less. One way would be to reduce 
the number of credits and rates in 
exchange for lower tax rates. 

Alberta was very successful in its 


move from a three-bracket, three- 
rate system to a single-rate of 10 
per cent in 2001. While the federal 
government controls how taxable 
income is determined, Alberta set 
its own single provincial rate. 

Alberta combined simplification 
of the tax system with a significant 
reduction in taxes. Alberta's basic 
personal exemption went from 
$7,131 to $12,900, and the spousal 
exemption was raised from $6,055 
to $12,900 as well. This move not 
only provided tax-relief for all tax¬ 
payers, but removed 200,000 low- 
income taxpayers from the tax roll 
completely. 

The single rate, combined with 
matching personal and spousal 
exemptions also eliminated the 
desire by some to provincially 
'income split'. Allowing families to 
split their incomes evenly between 
two taxpayers has been offered by 
some as a way to address a suggest¬ 
ed inequity of how our tax code 
treats family income. For example, 
a one-earner, two-adult family with 
$80,000 of income would pay more 
in taxes than a two-earner family 
with each one earning $40,000 
under the old multi-bracketed sys¬ 
tem. Since 2001 in Alberta, two- 
adult families earning the same pay 
the same amount in taxes provin¬ 
cially, regardless of who is earning 
the income. Some opponents of 
Alberta's single-rate tax have 
wrongfully labeled it 'regressive'. In 
tax terms, a regressive tax is one 
that as your income rises, the lax 
decreases as a percentage of your 
income. A good example of a 
regressive tax is the Alberta health 


care premium. It's $1,056 per fami¬ 
ly per year regardless of whether 
your family income is $40,000 or 
$100,000. As a percentage of your 
income, at $40,000 it is 3.2 per cent 
of your after-tax income, whereas 
at $100,000 it is 1.5 per cent. 

Thanks to Alberta's healthy per¬ 
sonal and spousal exemptions, as 
your income rises, so too does your 
average income tax rate. At 
$40,000, an individual's average tax 
rate is 6.1 per cent, whereas at 
$100,000 it is 8.5 per cent. Alberta's 
income tax is progressive, not 
regressive. 

For these reasons and more, the 
Canadian Taxpayers Federation 
has recently released a report call¬ 
ing for Alberta-style tax reforms in 
Ottawa. Under the CTF proposal, 
Canada would go from having four- 
brackets to two, at 15 and 25 per 
cent. Further, the plethora of bou¬ 
tique tax credits introduced by the 
Harper government, among others, 
would be scrapped in favour of 
lower rates and higher personal 
and spousal exemptions. 

According to the CD Howe 
Institute, these reforms would 
ensure a $25 billion tax cut shared 
by taxpayers, and could be imple¬ 
mented in full by 2012 provided the 
Harper government does not grow 
spending by more than 2.5 per cent 
per year. 

As an added bonus, tax returns 
would he simplified, allowing the 
average taxpayer to be able to file 
their taxes with a hand-calculator. 

In Alberta it's called the Alberta 
Advantage. Let's hope the Canada 
Advantage is next.

He also says the program has been 
commonly used for potential candidates 
of the RCMP. 

Each Constable needs to be able to 
provide at least 1(50 hours a year. 

The Constable will have Peace Officer 
status when under direct supervision of 
the RCMP. 


They can be used to guard evidence 
during an investigation, provide assis¬ 
tance during the search for missing per¬ 
sons, routine general duty patrols, 
involvement in community policing pro¬ 
grams, among other duties. 

The position is volunteer, and any 
interested locals are encouraged to visit 
the detachment to pick up an applica¬ 
tion. There are presently 450 constables 
posted throughout the province at 
approximately 102 detachments. 

The program was introduced in the 
province in 1978.

“1 love working with my 
hands, and I got that from 
my dad ;uiel my brother who 
also did car|>entry work, hut 
I prefer building instru¬ 
ments as I find it more chal¬ 
lenging and detailed than 
building a table or a house," 
says Hamm. “With a musical 
instrument you are working 
within a thousandth of an 
inch - it’s incredibly intense 1 
work as you have to In 1 very 
accurate.

rodeo, there is more of 
an opportunity lo he 
awarded a scholarship 
today than there was a 
few years ago. 

There are several rea¬ 
sons for this with the 
foremost being the dedi¬ 
cation of the coaching 
staff of the various ath¬ 
letic events. Most of 
these coaches are teach¬ 
ers putting in extra 
hours at the school just 
to make sure their stu¬ 
dents have every oppor¬ 
tunity of participating in 
competitive sports .

Sour gas 
plant 

vandalism 
a concern 

Fire set near 
explosive 
facility

While police are making 
an effort to curb all forms 
of vandalism in the area, 
one recent target has left 
Didsbury RCMP alarmed. 

A sour gas plant near 
Carstairs has seen a rising 
number of incidents of van¬ 
dalism, including a large 
garbage can set on fire near 
the structure two weeks 
ago, said Didsbury Cst. 
Kent Shaw. 

Other acts include the 
smashing of windows at 
the facility, hut Shaw says 
police are unsure whether 
or not vandals are entering 
the building. 

He says the incidents all 
took place during a short 
period of time and investi¬ 
gators have reason to 
believe that the same indi¬ 
viduals are responsible.

Shaw says there are 
imminent dangers connect¬ 
ed to mischief involving 
sour gas. 

“People may lie going in 
and playing with valves. If 
they do, they could end up 
dead or receive serious 
nerve damage." 

Shaw says incidents don't 
just put the vandals at risk, 
hut employees ai the plant 
and people living in the 
area. 

Cst. Robert Newton says 
sour gas at .5 |>er cent is 
deadly to human beings 
and is considered extreme¬ 
ly flammable and explo¬ 
sive. 

Newton has plenty of 
sour gas experience, hav¬ 
ing previously worked on 
an oilfield. 

“You can’t drive to a 
scene," he said. 

“You park a mile away 
and suit up with respira¬ 
tors, and slowly walk in.” 

“It’s a very dangerous 
environment. For someone 
to be walking in and caus¬ 
ing vandalism, and lighting 
fires, it’s very dangerous in 
itself.”

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Green Party candidate 
aims for impact

Didsbury Review 

Kale Hadtlow’s involve¬ 
ment in politics has 
evolved at a rapid rate. 

The 23-year-old has 
gone from having an 
interest in local and cur¬ 
rent issues to standing as 
a candidate for the Green 
Party of Alberta all within 
the last couple of weeks. 
She went to the party’s 
campaign launch two 
weeks ago because of her 
belief in environmental 
issues and wound up as 
the candidate for the 
Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills riding. 

“I wasn’t going to be a 
candidate but I liked the 
party platform and the 
people there were regular 
people just like you and 
I,” explained Haddow. 
“They want to get every¬ 
one involved from youth 
to seniors, and get people 
excited about being 
involved in politics. 

“I never pictured myself 
here, but I’m really excit¬ 
ed about it," she added. 

Part of that process is 
to get the word out about 
the Green Party of 
Alberta across the riding. 
While the party harbours 
no illusions of winning 
the election, they’re hop¬ 
ing to increase party 
memberships and offer an 
alternative to people 
looking for a different 
point of view, explained 
Haddow. 

Like their federal 
brethren, the Alberta 
Greens base most of their 
platforms from an envi¬ 
ronmental perspective. 

Haddow finds it inter¬ 
esting that all the other 
parties are pushing their 
“green” policies “but 
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that's always been the 
push from the Green 
Party." 

She said many of the 
party’s policies offer solu¬ 
tions that will add up to a 
cleaner environment but 
maintain a prosperous 
way of life. Yet the 
changes aren’t what she 
considers radical. 

“In working towards a 
more environmentally 
conscious society we 
have to help Albertans to 
change their lifestyles,” 
Haddow said. “It doesn’t 
have to be a hard thing to 
do." 

Sustaining and preserv¬ 
ing water is a key element 
in the party’s platform. 
They want to prevent 
water from becoming a 
commodity that is export¬ 
ed for profit and would 
rather it be a resource 
that is protected and pre¬ 
served through sound 
strategies. 

As well, they are hoping 
to diversify energy 
resources including wind 
and solar power genera¬ 
tion, and investment in 
geothermal energy. 

“We want to do it in sus¬ 


tainable ways so we have 
it for the future," said 
Haddow. 

Other issues the Greens 
are focusing on include 
affordable housing strate¬ 
gies, sustainable commu¬ 
nities, light rail lines, 
health-care worker reten¬ 
tion through incentives, a 
reduction in health care 
wait times, and aiming for 



the lowest post-second¬ 
ary tuition rates in the 
country. 

In terms of agriculture, 
the party supports 100 
per cent BSE testing in 
order to engender market 
confidence while at the 
same time promoting 
holistic methods to pro¬ 


ducers, something the 
party members believe 
will benefit the province’s 
producers and the econo¬ 
my. 

Overall, the term sus¬ 
tainability continually 
pops up, but Haddow said 
the party wants to build a 
province that is not only 
envied for its wealth but 
its long-term prospects. 

“We find that word 
overused, but we’re try¬ 
ing to create a province 
that we can be proud of," 
she said. “A province we 
can look at in the future 
and say ‘look at what wo 
did, we’ve created a 
province that’s sustain¬ 
able in terms of its energy 
usage.’” 

Another hope Haddow 
holds for her first venture 
into politics, is to inspire 
young people to get 
involved. 

She said she recently 
read a statistic that stated 
up to 80 per cent of peo¬ 
ple between 18 and 30 do 
not vote. 

“I think it’s because 
there isn’t a party out 
there that excites peo¬ 
ple,” she said.
